The  fourth  leading  cause  of  death 
and  the  leading  cause  of  senility  in  the 
United  States  has  no  cure  at  present, 
two  doctors  told  BYU  health  students 
Thursday. 

Aliheimer’s  diseaae,  sometimes 
known  as  old-timers*  disease  because 
it  effects  people  over  45,  is  a  progres¬ 
sive  disorder  of  the  brain  that  kills 
120,000  people  annually,  said  Drs. 
V.M.  Sevy  and  Mark  Payne. 

The  disease  usually  begins  with  a 
failure  in  short-term  memory  and 
then  spreads  to  affect  the  victim's 
personality,  thinking  processes  and 
ability  to  care  for  himself.  It  eventual¬ 
ly  confines  him  to  bed,  Payne  said. 
The  disease  takes  from  two  to  20 
years  to  complete  its  course. 

Fifteen  percent  of  people  who  are 
over  65  suffer  from  Aliheimer’s  dis¬ 
ease,  while  20  percent  of  people  over 
80  have  the  disease,  Psyne  said. 

The  number  of  victims  Is  expected 
to  triple  in  the  next  60  yean,  because 


the  number  of  elderly  people  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  triple.  However,  it  Is  not 
easy  to  tell  when  someone  has  the 

diseaae. 

-It's  hard  to  tell  when  someone  dies 
of  Alxheimer's  because  it’s  so  difficult 
to  diagnose,"  Payne  said.

If  it's  not 
another  illness  or  a  reversible  demen¬ 
tia  — and  20 nercent  of  dementias  are 
reversible;  if  it's  nothing  else,  and  we 
hive  a  good  medical  history,  we  say  it 
look*  like  Alzheimer's." 

At  present,  no  one  knows  why  peo¬ 
ple  contract  the  disease,  although 
several  theories  as  to  ita  cause  have 
been  presented,  both  doctors  said. 

Sevy  said  some  people  think  there 
is  a  possibility  the  disease  may  be 
hereditary.
